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DETAILED ACTION 

Drawings

CFR 1.121(d) are required in reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. 
The replacement sheet(s) should be labeled "Replacement Sheet" in the page header (as per 
37 CFR 1.84(c)) so as not to obstruct any portion of the drawing figures. If the changes are not 
accepted by the examiner, the applicant will be notified and informed of any required corrective 
action in the next Office action. The objection to the drawings will not be held in abeyance. 
EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes and/or 
additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided by 37 CFR 
1.312. To ensure consideration of such an amendment, it MUST be submitted no later than the 
payment of the issue fee. 

Authorization for this examiner's amendment was given in a telephone interview with 
Eustace P. Isidore (Reg. No. 56,104) on 8/27/08 in order to overcome a 1 12-2 nd paragraph 
rejection. 

The application has been amended as follows: 

In claim 24 line 5, the term "subscribing component and a second publishing component" 
has been deleted and it has been replaced with the term — publishing component and a second 
subscribing component 

In claim 24 line 18, the term "second component." has been deleted and it has been 
replaced with the term — second component; — . 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
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With regards to claim 24, the prior art alone or in combination fail to teach or fairly 
suggest wherein said enabling said information kit further comprises providing multiple virtual 
nodes for expanding said modular computer system to include additional components; providing 
a queue for storing published data, said queue having means for arranging said published data 
according to some predefined criteria, and means for issuing the published data at a front of 
said queue to components that registered a request to receive said published data; wherein said 
queue is a priority-based FIFO queue, and said implementing said IK manager further 
comprises arranging published data within the queue, wherein published data having a same 
priority are issued in an order of entry into the queue while published data having a higher 
priority are published prior to published data with lower relative priority; monitoring a level of 
freshness for a publication object on the information kit; triggering a publication of more current 
publication data from said first component, when a freshness of said publication data is below a 
predetermined level; wherein said triggering occurs based on one of multiple triggering 
conditions from among: (1 ) said publication data arrives at a front of said queue for issuing out 
to said system; (2) said IK manager issues a refresh command with respect to the publication 
data; and (3) said publication object self monitors its level of freshness and dynamically initiates 
a refresh operation; wherein published data of a stale publication object is discarded when a 
refresh operation provides a more current publication object; generating and publishing said 
publication object based one of multiple triggers from among: (1 ) an expiration of a predefined 
interval tracked by said first component; (2) an expiration of a refresh period for a previously 
published object; (3) a notification received by said first component that a particular action has 
occurred on said system, wherein said action includes publication of another publication object 
to said information kit; and wherein said second component is an intelligent agent and said 
method includes receiving a notification of publication of the publication object and responding 
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to said notification by completing a function within said modular computer system, in 
combination with the other limitations found in the claim 

The following discloses what the closest prior art teaches: 

US Patent No. 6,772,216 to Ankireddipally et al. teaches in FIG. 1 1 a Publish message 
95 and a Notify message 96. A Publish message 95 sent by requesting application 34 embeds 
one or more events in its content section. Service application 20 immediately sends an 
Acknowledge message 91 in response to receipt of a Publish message 95. Service application 
20, as the receiving party, eventually relays the event or events through Notify message 96 to 
each of the subscribers 37 to the particular event. A Notify message 96 is used to report the 
occurrence of one or more events. The Notify message may result from a specific trigger event, 
or from receipt of a Publish message 95. Each of the receiving parties 37 of a Notify message 
immediately sends an Acknowledge message 91 to service application 20 in response to receipt 
of Notify message 96. 

US Patent No. 5,881,315 to Cohen teaches an event management service (see figures 2 
and 3) including a queueing mechanism for controlling passage of events through an event 
channel when multiple event consumers (subscribers) cannot consume events being generated 
by one or more even suppliers (publishers) as the events are being generated. 

US Patent No. 7,191,180 to Evans etal. teaches a publisher/subscriber system where a 
proxy server (a subscriber) generates a subscription request message for data. Published data 
is then made available from other publishing servers (publishers). Upon receipt of a published 
updated data set having an identifier matching that in an earlier-received subscription request, 
the data distribution system forwards the data set to the subscribing proxy server to enable 
update to a respective cached copy. 
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US Patent No. 6,463,446 to Wollrath et al. teaches a first process may register interest 
in an event occurring in another address space or physical machine in such a way as to allow 
the subsequent notification of the event's occurrence to contain an object that includes methods 
that are to be run on receipt of the notification. When the notification is received, either by the 
first process or by some other entity designated by the first process to be the final point of 
notification, the methods may be executed as specified by the first process 

US Patent No. 6,366,926 to Pohlmann et al. teaches routing a subscription request 
defined by an event filter and creating a list of nodes and event manager information and 
transmitting the subscription request to at least one event manager located in a node. 

US Patent No. 6,021,443 to Bracho et al. teaches publishing and receiving events to and 
from a network. Publishers and subscribers are connected to each other through a network 
which is a "store and forward" network whose routing is "content-based." Publishers publish 
events and subscribers subscribe to events that match criteria defined by the subscriber. 
Publication and subscription are performed asynchronously. The system receives a published 
event from a publisher and routes the event to all appropriate subscribers. Each subscriber is 
guaranteed to receive all events published on the system if, and only it they match the 
subscription criteria specified by the subscriber. 

US Patent No. 5,893,911 to Piskiel et al. teaches receiving published messages 
published by a publishing application that are tested against event rules. 

The Preliminary Specification - Systems Management: Event Management Service 
(XEMS) teaches how to define a programming interface which receives notification in the form 
of events, and transports them reliably to applications.
